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MINUTES OF TOWN MEETING 
Woodstock, New Hampshire 
March 9, 1982 


The meeting was called to order at 10:00 A.M. by D. Kenneth 
Chapman, Moderator. A motion was made by Deanna MacKay to 
dispense with the reading of the entire warrant, seconded by Irene 
Ayotte. Affirmative vote. 


The polls were then opened for voting, with the business meeting 


' to be held at 7:30 P.M. 


The business meeting was called to order by Moderator D. Ken- 
neth Chapman at 7:30 P.M. He noted the rules to be followed: no one 
is allowed to speak on any issue unless recognized by the Moderator, 
please stand and identify yourself when you speak. To vote on an 
issue you must be on the checklist. A Thank You was expressed by all 
the voters to Duncan and Nancy Riley for the gift of the drapes for the 
Town Hall. The motion made earlier in the day with regard to dis- 
pensing with reading the entire warrant still carried. 


Article #1 To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. Vote cast as follows:

Article #2 Toraise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray Town Charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of 


the same. 


With the permission of the voters the Moderator delayed the vote 


on this article until after the budget had been voted on. 


Article #3 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell property taken on Tax Titles. So moved by Charles 
Harrington, seconded by Fred lee. Vote in the affirmative - unanim- 
ous. 


Article #4 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. So moved by 
Pierce Barker, seconded by Charles Harrington. Vote in the affirma- 
tive - 2 nays. 


Article #5 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Tax 
Collector to receive part payments in any year in the sum of Ten Dol- 
lars ($10.00) or a multiple of ten. So moved by Carol Frost, seconded 
by Carol Mueller. Vote in affirmative - unanimous. 


Article #6 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend, without further action by 
Town Meeting, money from the State, Federal or other governmental 
unit or private source which becomes available during the fiscal year 
in compliance with RSA 31:95-b (supp). So moved by Theda 
Bujeaud, seconded by Mike Evleth. Vote in the affirmative - 2 nays. 


Article #7 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to request an audit by the Municipal Accounting Division 
of the Department of Revenue Administration or a private certified 
accounting firm or an independent Certified Public Accountant. So 
moved by Maureen Evleth, seconded by Charles Harrington. Vote in 
the affirmative - unanimous. 


Article #8 Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize the Conser- 
vation Commission to retain the unexpended portion of its 1982 ap- 
propriation, said funds to be placed in a Special Conservation Fund in 
accordance with RSA 36-A:5. So moved by Pierce Barker, seconded 
by Carol Mueller. Vote in the affirmative - unanimous. 


Article #9 Tosee if the Town will vote to withdraw the sum of 
Sixteen Thousand Two Hundred Five Dollars ($16,205.00) from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State 
and Local Assistance Act of 1972, for use as an offset to be applied 
against the Towns Incinerator Bonded Debt. So moved by Charles 
Harrington, seconded by William Albrecht. Vote in the affirmative - 
unanimous. 


Article #10 Tosee ifthe Town will vote to withdraw the sum of 
Seven Thousand Seven Hundred Seventy-Two Dollars ($7,772.00) 
from the Revenue Sharing Savings Account Fund established under 
the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972, for use 
as a Offset to be applied against the Route 3 South Water Main Repair: 
said funds being the excess from previous years. So moved by 
Charles Harrington, seconded by Maureen Evleth. Vote in the affir- 
mative - unanimous. 


Article #11  Tosee if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions 
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of Chapter 287 of the Revised Statutes Annotated, as amended relat- 
ing to playing beano in the Town of Woodstock, and that the follow- 
ing question be placed upon the ballot to be used at said meeting; 
“Shall the provisions of Chapter 287 of the Revised Statutes Anno- 
tated, as amended, relative to playing games of Beano be adopted in 
the Town?” Vote in the affirmative: in favor - 58; against - 22. 


Article #12 Tosee ifthe Town will vote to place Ten Thousand 
dollars ($10,000.00) in the Vehicle Replacement Capital Reserve 
Fund. So moved by Maureen Evleth, seconded by Charles Har- 
rington. Vote in the affirmative - unanimous. 


Article #13 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to withdraw funds from the Vehicle Replacement Capital 
Reserve Fund at any time to expend on the purchase of a replacement 
vehicle or equipment in case of an emergency situation. 

This article was amended as follows: To see if the Town will vote 
to appoint the Selectmen as agents to withdraw funds from the Vehi- 
cle Replacement Capital Reserve Fund at any time to expend on the 
purchase of a replacement vehicle or equipment in case of an 
emergency situation. Vote on amended article in the affirmative - 
unanimous. 


Article #14 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to contract with a data processing firm to maintain its prop- 
erty tax records for 1982 and to see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate Four Hundred Dollars ($400.00) to cover the cost of this ser- 
vice. (This article inserted upon written application of voters.) So 
moved by Charles Harrington, seconded by Pierce Barker. Vote in 
the affirmative - unanimous. 


Article #15 Tosee ifthe Town will vote to adopt the provisions 
of RSA 76:15-a relative to the Semi-Annual Collection of Taxes to be 
effective June 1, 1983. So moved by Pauline Harrington, seconded 
by Charles Harrington. Vote in the affirmative - unanimous. 


Article #16 Shall the citizens of Woodstock ask members of the 
New Hampshire Congressional delegation to support or co-sponsor a 
resolution in the United States Congress to: “Request the President of 
the United States to propose to the Soviet Union that the United States 
and the Soviet Union adopt a mutual freeze on the testing, production 
and deployment of nuclear weapons and of missiles and new aircraft 
designed primarily to deliver nuclear weapons, with verification 
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safeguards satisfactory to both countries.” (This article inserted upon 
written application of voters). So moved by Pierce Barker, seconded 
by Eleanor Parker. Vote in the affirmative with some opposition. 


Article #17 To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the 
highway described as follows: Old Route 112 from the junction of 
Routes 112 and 118 northwesterly along Moosilauke Brook. So 
moved by Stan Hilliard, seconded by Maureen Evleth. Vote in the af- 
firmative. 


Article #18 To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the 
highway described as follows: From the northerly junction with 
Route 175 to the end of the drive of the former Blanche Fisher Estate 
as provided for in RSA 238:1. So moved by Mike Evleth, seconded 
by Charles Harrington. Article defeated. 


Article #19 To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital 
Reserve Fund from the sale of cemetery lots, said funds to be used for 
the purchase of cemetery properties. So moved by Charles Har- 
rington, seconded by William Fadden. Vote in the affirmative - 
unanimous. 


Article #20 To see if the voters are in favor of acquiring the 
former North Woodstock Elementary School. So moved by Maureen 
Evleth, seconded by Fred Lee. Vote in the affirmative - unanimous. 


Article #21 Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to negotiate for and accept the former North Woodstock 
Elementary School for a sum not to exceed Five Hundred Dollars. 
($500.00). So moved by Dan Barry, seconded by Fred Lee. 

This article was amended as follows: To see if the Town will vote 
to authorize the Board of Selectmen to negotiate for and accept the 
former North Woodstock Elementary School for the cost of effecting 
the sale, a sum not to exceed $600.00. Vote on the amended article in 
the affirmative - unanimous. 


Article #22 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to negotiate for and enter into an Intergovernmental 
Agreement with the Town of Lincoln pursuant to the authority 
granted under RSA 53-A:3 X11; the purpose of this agreement is to 
establish a separate entity that would have its own checking and sav- 
ings accounts, records keeping systems, and insurance coverage. So 
moved by Charles Harrington, seconded by Mike Evleth. Vote in the 
affirmative - one nay. 
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Article #23 To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
request that the Department of Revenue Administration withdraw the 
maximum allowed from the Town’s surplus account to be applied to 
the balance of the Town’s indebtedness incurred and payable in 1982 
for the Woodstock Water System Land taking; in the event there is no 
surplus available or an insufficient surplus to cover the outstanding 
balance, the Town authorizes the Selectmen to request the Depart- 
ment of Revenue Administration to add an adequate overlay to the 
Town appropriation to cover the balance of this indebtedness. So 
moved by Fred Lee, seconded by Charles Harrington. Vote in the af- 
firmativ: 17 Yeas; 14 Nays. 


Article #24 Tosee if the Town will vote to adopt the following 
ordinance pursuant to RSA 156: 
Section | - Appoint an inspector of buildings. (Selectmen or other de- 
signee). 
Section 2 - No person, firm, or corporation shall erect, construct, en- 
large, alter, repair, improve, move or demolish any building or struc- 
ture within the Town of Woodstock without first obtaining a separate 
Building Permit for each building or structure from the Building Per- 
mit Office. (Board of Selectmen or Building Inspector). 
Section 3 - Any person, firm, or corporation violating the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be subject to a fine of Ten Dollars ($10.00) and 
each days neglect to obtain such a permit shall constitute a separate 
offense. 


Motion by Neil Wilson to pass over this article, seconded by John 
Galloway. Motion defeated. 


A motion to amend the article was offered by Selectman Stan Hill- 
iard and seconded by William Fadden. 
Section 2 - No person, firm or corporation shall erect, construct or en- 
large any building or structure within the Town of Woodstock with- 
out first obtaining a separate Building Permit for each building or 
structure from the Building Permit Officer. (Board of Selectmen or 
Building Inspector). 


The voters made it clear that they did not want the Building permit 
system as passed at the 1975 Town Meeting other than in the Flood 
Plain as required. Vote on amended article - defeated. 


Article #25 Tosee if the Town will vote to accept the budget as 
posted. A motion was made by William Mellett to include in the 
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budget as follows: $600.00 - closing costs for Elementary School; 
$400.00 - data processing; $500.00 - printing minutes in the Town 
Report. Seconded by James Fadden Jr. A vote was then taken on the 
amended budget totaling $411,284.00. Vote in the affirmative - 
unanimous. 


Article #2 Toraise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray Town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of 
the same. So moved by Stan Hilliard to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $411,284.00, seconded by Pierce Barker. Vote in the affirmative - 
unanimous. 


Article #26 To transact any other business that may legally 
come before the meeting. William Mellett moved that the voters ad- 
vise the Selectmen that it was this Town Meeting intention that Arti- 
cle 22 refer to the Incinerator only, seconded by Bob Bujeaud. Vote 
in the affirmative - unanimous. 


Selectman Stan Hilliard gave thanks to all the Town Employees for 
dedication and Pauline Harrington gave thanks to all the Town Offi- 
cers and various committees including the Budget Committee, Plan- 
ning Board, Conservation Commission, etc. for all their time and ef- 
forts. 


Motion to adjourn at 11:15 P.M. by Deanna MacKay, seconded by 
William Albrecht.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Woodstock Town Hall in 
said Woodstock, on the eighth day of March next, being the second 
Tuesday of March, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, (the polls are to 
open at 10:00 A.M. and may not close prior to 6:00 P.M.; business 
meeting to be held at the Town Hall at 7:30 P.M.) to act upon the fol- 
lowing: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year ensu- 
ing. 

Article 2. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
sell property taken on tax titles. 


Article 3. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 4. To see if the town will vote to authorize the tax collector 
to receive part payments in any year in the sum of Ten Dollars 
($10.00) or a multiple of ten. 


Article 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
apply for, accept and expend, without further action by town meet- 
ing, money from the state, federal or other governmental unit or pri- 
vate source that may available during the fiscal year in compliance 
with RSA 31-95-b. (supp). 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to apply eighteen thousand 
eight hundred twenty-two dollars ($18,822.00) of Revenue Sharing 
Funds as an offset to be applied against the town’s incinerator bonded 
debt. 


Article 7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
negotiate for and purchase several parcels of land from Sarah Luthie. 


Article §. To see if the town will vote to apply two thousand eight 
hundred fifty-six dollars ($2,856.00) of Revenue Sharing Funds as an 
offset to be applied against the acquisition of several parcels of land 
from Sarah Luthie. 
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Article 9. To see if the town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
Chapter 287 of the Revised Statutes Annotated, as amended, relating 
to playing beano in the Town of Woodstock, and that the following 
question be placed upon the ballot to be used at said meeting: “Shall 
the provisions of Chapter 287 of the Revised Statutes Annotated, as 
amended, relative to playing games of Beano be adopted in the 
town.” 

Article 10. To see if the town will vote to place ten thousand dollars 
($10,000.00) in the Vehicle Replacement Capital Reserve Fund. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to withdraw forty thousand 
dollars ($40,000.00) from the Vehicle Replacement Capital Reserve 
Fund to be used to purchase a dump truck costing forty thousand six 
hundred ten dollars ($40,610.00). The balance of six hundred ten dol- 
lars ($610.00) to be raised through taxation. 


Article 12. To see if the town will appoint the selectmen as agents 
authorized to withdraw funds from the Vehicle Replacement Capital 
Reserve Fund at any time to expend on the purchase or lease of a re- 
placement vehicle or equipment in case of an emergency situation. 


Article 13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) to conduct a study of alter- 
native water sources for North Woodstock Village; these funds are to 
be used for engineering services and well exploration with the intent 
of bringing a proposal before the voters at a Special Town Meeting 
called for the purpose of raising such money as may be necessary to 
defray the expense of constructing the most feasible alternative 
source of water for North Woodstock Village. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to accept Snow King Drive 
and Sundance Drive within the Lost Valley Subdivision as town 
roads, contingent upon Lost Valley Lot Owners Association or their 
agents upgrading those roads to TRA and town specifications. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to plow and sand Snow King 
Drive and Sundance Drive in the event that the town does not accept 
the aforementioned roads as town roads. 


Article 16. To see if the town will vote to go on record in support of 
immediate actions by the federal government to control and reduce 
acid rain which is harmful to the environment and economy of 
Woodstock and to the health and welfare of the people of Woodstock. 
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Article 17. To see if the town will vote to construct or purchase a 
suitable monument to which the Vietnam War Memorial plaque 
would be affixed; the monument and plaque to be situated within the 
town common. 


Article 18. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
negotiate and sell the parcel of land next to the North Woodstock 
School for a price of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00). 


Article 19. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
purchase the North Woodstock Baptist Church for use as a municipal 
office building for a price not to exceed thirty-five thousand dollars 
($35,000.00), with the amortization schedule to be determined by the 
selectmen, but that no annual payment to the mortgagee, The Pemi 
Valley Parish, shall exceed thirty-five hundred dollars ($3,500.00), 
and that the term of the mortgage note be no longer than ten (10) 
years. 


Article 20. To see if the town will vote to expend an amount not to 
exceed twenty-nine thousand dollars ($29,000.00) for repairs and alt- 
erations to the church if the previous article is passed. 


Article 21. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
request an audit by a private certified accounting firm. 


Article 22. To raise such sums of money as may be necesssary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of 
the same. 


Article 23. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The year of 1982 has been a challenging one for the Woodstock 
Police Department. 


We have tried to keep our mileage traveled to a minimum in order 
to stay within our budget. This is not an easy task, given the price of 
gasoline, and the total number of miles we must travel in order to 
properly patrol all areas of the town. Ih addition to the main business 
district, we must also patrol to Mirror Lake Road, to Russell Pond, 
Tripoli Road and Lost River Road. We try to be available to the busi- 
ness area of town during the hours of the heaviest traffic and activity. 


We would like to appeal to all motor vehicle operators to refrain 
from driving if they have been drinking. There is now a nationwide 
campaign on the part of all law enforcement personnel to attempt to 
lower the driving & drinking related accidents and deaths. The penal- 
ties are now much more severe than in the past for a DWI conviction. 
We urge you not to get behind the wheel of your car if you have been 
drinking. 


I would like to remind you that it is important for the townspeople 
to be aware of and to obey the town ordinance pertaining to parking 
their vehicles in unauthorized places. 


We regretfully accepted the resignation of Michael Evleth as an 
Auxiliary Officer. Mike and his family have moved to Effingham, 
New Hampshire, where he continues to be involved in part time law 
enforcement and working with the rescue squad in that area.

North Country Home Health Agency provides care in the home for 
those who are ill, and also provides public health activities for pre- 
vention and intervention of disease. 


In-home services include nursing care, physical therapy, speech 
therapy and Homemake/Home Health Aide service which enables 
people to remain independent in their own homes. A hospice pro- 
gram, using trained volunteers, is available for care of the terminally 
ill at home. ; 
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The Family Assistant Program is designed to help parents 
strengthen child-rearing skills and cope with family-related prob- 
lems. 


Prevention services include all the clinics listed above, visits to 
newborns and health promotion visits to assess physical problems and 
home situations. There is no charge for any of the preventive ser- 
vices. 


North Country Home Health Agency serves 15 towns from its main 
office at 60 High St., Littleton, and satellite offices in Lincoln and 
Woodsville.

Town Report for 1982 from 
North Country Council, Inc. 


In 1982 in the Town of Woodstock, North Country Council com- 
pleted a Town Master Plan and assisted on water system grant appli- 
cation to HUD. 


In addition to providing specific assistance to your town, the Coun- 
cil works on activities that benefit several towns and the entire North 
Country. In economic development, the Council has provided direct 
local assistance to several communities in their local development 
programs and has continued to seek approval from the medium-sized 
businesses in eight communities. As a member of the Small Business 
Development Program for Northern New Hampshire, NCC has pro- 
vided information to prospective businesses on the available training 
and financial programs. The Economic Development Committee has 
met on issues such as trends in the wood products industry, the future 
of the North Country railroad system and small business development 
and financing. 


One of the major efforts for towns is community planning. The 
Council staff met throughout the year with numerous planning 
boards, selectmen, and master plan committees to discuss communi- 
ty issues and provide solutions such as zoning, subdivision regula- 
tions, site plan review, sign, parking, septic system and mobile home 
regulations, recreation planning, business and traffic surveys, and 
more. The Council organized a subdivision workshop in the spring 
for planning board members, coordinated the Municipal Law Lec- 
tures in the fall, and provided information to towns on HUD’s Small 
Cities Community Development Block Grant and Urban Develop- 
ment Action Grant programs. In an effort to maintain essential plan- 
ning assistance to our towns given the somewhat smaller budget, our 
Community Planning Committee established a clear policy on mem- 
bership services. This is described in a brochure we recently mailed to 
you entitled “North Country Council, Inc: What’s In It For Your 
Town?” 


In transportation, the Council’s Transportation Committee as- 
sisted the NH Department of Public Works and Highways with the 
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Annual Highway Action Plan Meeting. This meeting is usually very 
productive as it is the major way that the public can participate in 
identifying and supporting needed highway improvements. NCC is 
assisting the state, the new rail operator, and rail users in marketing 
the Concord-to-Lincoln rail line to make the line more economically 
viable and eventually self-sufficient. In the Mt. Washington Valley, 
NCC surveyed businesses to determine the potential for utilizing a 
truck/rail terminal. We are also following the proposed New England 
rail reorganization and its impact on our region. The Council con- 
tinues to work with the Whitefield Regional Airport in an on-going 
effort to secure commuter air service. 


The Council is providing planning recommendations and some 
technical assistance to towns in anticipation of the solid waste district 
planning scheduled to occur in late 1983 and 1984. We had a voice in 
amending the state’s solid waste law to make it more flexible in local 
situations. Sharing of ideas and coordination in this field is aided by 
staff member Fred Moody’s position as a director of the NH Resource 
Recovery Association. 


To assist town governments with administrative and financial tasks 
(e.g., tax billing, accounting, etc.), NCC has acquired a mini-com- 
puter with programs to accomplish these functions. At this time, we 
developed our tax billing services and look forward to offering addi- 
tional services in the future. 


The Council has also conducted historic buildings inventory in a 
few towns and will be serving as a clearinghouse on historic preserva- 
tion planning and activities. 


The Council closely followed the proceedings for the Quebec 
Hydro powerline in 1982 and presented our position before the Site 
Evaluation Committee in March. We recommended construction of 
the line in Vermont which provided the most economical, direct, and 
least environmentally-damaging route. As of early 1983, it appears 
the powerline will follow the Vermont route and will come into NH in 
Littleton. NCC also testified before the NH House and Senate in sup- 
port of the Pontook hydroelectric facility in Dummer. 


For the last year and a half, the Council has published NEWS FOR 
SELECTMEN, an informative report on local, regional, state and 
federal activities and trends. The Council is active on the state and na- 
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tional level through the NH Association of Regional Planning Com- 
missions and the National Association of Regional Councils. We 
were very fortunate to have our former President and Jackson repre- 
sentative Olvier Nelson serve as the Chairman of the National Advis- 
ory Committee on Rural Development. This past summer, the Com- 
mittee prepared a rural development strategy. The Council set up one 
of two in-state meetings to solicit views from the public on rural needs 
and practical solutions. 


As in the past, the Council’s major emphasis will continue to be 
technical assistance and information on matters of concern to local 
governments. The Council staff is always available to meet with local 
officials to discuss projects and needs of the towns. 


On behalf of the Council and its Board of Directors, we thank you 
for your support during the past year and hope that the Town will con- 
tinue to use the services of NCC during 1983. Please feel free to con- 
tact either one of us or the Council staff in Franconia at 823-8108 or 
823-5566.

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REPORT OF THE WOODSTOCK PLANNING BOARD 


At the town meeting this year re-elected to full 3 year terms were 
Ms. Eleanor Parker and Mr. Robert M. Hiltz. We welcome Mr. Wil- 
liam Albrecht who was elected for one year to fill the seat vacated by 
the departure of Carleton Ham. 


Most of the work done this year was not in the processing of sub- 
division applications as we only had two. One was approved and the 
second was withdrawn. 


The bulk of our time was spent in trying to determine for a number 
of property owners, whether or not what they were proposing was or 
was not subdivision. This basic definition of what constituted sub- 
division came into question four times; twice on proposed con- 
dominium projects; once on an existing house lot with two homes; 
one that had been in two tracts and a new campgound. 


In all of these the discussions were long, sometimes heated, and 
were all ruled non-subdivisions, but none unanimously. This is an 
area that will require much time and thought in 1983. 


The Woodstock Comprehensive Community Master Plan has gone 
to the printer; it should be available to the Board in March. This docu- 
ment should prove invaluable to the Board in the years to come, as it 
considers implementing the recommendations that will help retain 
our rural small town atmosphere, without sacrificing the quality of 
life we are accustomed to. 


This report is late, brief, and my last; it is so late that I’m not sure it 
will even get into the Town Report, and is indicative of why I am not 
running for the Board this year.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Forest fire prevention, our business, your business, good business! 
This slogan has been the motto of the N.H. Division of Forests and 
Lands, Forest Fire Service since 1909 when the first forest fire laws 
were passed by the Legislature. 


These laws set in place a cooperative forest fire protection program 
of State and local forest fire personnel that has, in the past 75 years, 
established New Hampshire as a leader in forest fire prevention and 
control. Our annual acreage loss to forest fires of one-half acre per 
fire is the best in the nation. This fire record has come about through 
the cooperative efforts of our state/town forest fire protection pro- 
gram. The state provides detection of fires, training for local forest 
fire wardens, low cost forest fire suppression equipment to local fire 
departments, and technical advice at the fire ground. Local govern- 
ments provide the volunteer fire fighters who are appointed as war- 
dens and deputy wardens and who respond quickly to suppress re- 
ported forest fires. : 


This program has resulted in a steady decline in annual acres lost to 
forest fires since 1910 when the average fire burned 33 acres com- 
pared to the modern day loss of one-half acre per fire. 


Only by the continued cooperation of the State/towns and our en- 
tire citizenry can this record be maintained.

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WOODSTOCK FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


During 1982 the Department responded to 18 calls broken down as 
follows: 
Structure Fires 8 
Automobile Fires 4 
Chimney Fires 3 
Misc. 3 

This includes 2 calls for assistance from other towns. The location 
of the fires were such that one half of the first responses were from 
each station. 


During the year the following major items were purchased by the 
department. 
Item: 5 Radios (ordered in 1981) 
Financing: $439.09 - Town; $2,369.44 - Precinct Fund; $2,852.47 - 
Fire Dept. Volunteers & Auxiliary. 
Item: 22 Pagers 
Financing: $6,000.00 - Town 

The radios have greatly increased our efficiency and greatly eased 
potential problems at the fire scene. With receipt of the pagers our 
dispatching shifted to the Lincoln Communications Center. The pa- 
gers have enabled us to reduce our response time and increase the 
manpower available at each fire. 


During the year the Dept. acquired a storage system for refilling 
breathing air bottles. This has eliminated a lot of problems with refil- 
ling the Scott bottles and the probability of running out of air at a fire. 
We are providing this same service for Lincoln Fire. Dept. in return 
for the use of their dispatch system. 
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REPORT OF THE GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


In our continued effort to communicate more directly with the tax- 
paying citizens of Grafton County, we take this opportunity to reach 
you through your annual town/city report. 


Budgeting becomes more complex each year due to variables and 
unfunded state mandates. Until authority accompanies funding, our 
local governments will have little control over spiralling taxes. Coun- 
ties encounter funding problems similar to towns/cities. We are con- 
tinually absorbing more costs of state/federal programs. This year 
local governments picked up a 25% increase in their share of the 
OAA/APTD/ICF grants. Child placement costs are increasing 
dramatically with the private foster homes rapidly being replaced by 
more expensive group homes, some costing $25,000 to $40,000 per 
year compared to private home rates of $2,400 to $3,600 per year. 


Our new sewage system, tied in with Woodsville Precinct’s treat- 
ment plant, was complete and operational in February 1982. 


Many dollars are being saved in energy accounts through conserva- 
tion measures. Fuel costs were reduced by 20% and electric costs by 
8% in fiscal year ending June 30, 1982, saving $41,800. 


Finishing the second superior courtroom will cost approximately 
$169,500. Bonding is approved and the project should be completed 
this spring. 


The Jail & House of Correction had another busy year. Average 
census was 38. We continue to get inmates with mental or emotional 
problems requiring additional staff and medical treatment and higher 
medication costs. No change is foreseen in the admission pattern due 
to the continuing discharge policy of N.H. State Hospital. Pending 
legislation requiring more severe sentencing for some crimes will in- 
crease duration of stay and census, proportionately increasing the 
burden on correctional staff. 
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The County Farm is a productive asset to the County through par- 
ticipation in Extension and Conservation Service programs and by 
creating meaningful work for House of Correction inmates. Volume 
of milk remains constant although the revenue dropped slightly due to 
decrease in federal parity. Quality of the Holstein herd is excellent. 
Revenue from livestock sales grossed $25,092 last fiscal year, and 
produce grossed $40,016 for the Farm. 


The Commissioners meet Mondays at 9:30 AM at the Courthouse, 
1:30 PM at the Nursing Home. Meetings are open to the public.

We have examined the financial statements of the various funds 
and account groups of the Town of Woodstock for the year ended De- 
cember 31, 1981 and have issued our report thereon dated June 7, 
1982. As a part of our examination, we reviewed and tested the 
Town’s system of internal accounting control to the extent we consid- 
ered necessary to evaluate the system as required by generally ac- 
cepted auditing standards. Under these standards, the purpose of such 
evaluation is to establish a basis for reliance thereon in determining 
the nature, timing and extent of other auditing procedures that are 
necessary for expressing an opinion on the financial statements. Such 
study and evaluation disclosed the following conditions that we be- 
lieve to be material weaknessess. 


Segregation of Funds 


The Town of Woodstock is currently running several funds 
through one checking account and not accounting for these funds 
separately. This results in the Selectmen not knowing at any one time 
what the fund balances are. This is necessary financial information 
when budgeting for a subsequent year. The Town assumed they had a 
larger general fund balance at December 31, 1981 than they actually 
had because funds were not accounted for separately. 


We therefore recommend all capital projects funds be physically 
segregated (i.e. a separate checking account); all funds should be ac- 
counted for separately. 


Sewer and Water Funds 


The Sewer and Water Funds should be accounted for separately, as 
discussed above, so that the revenues from the billings can be com- 
pared to the expenses of the fund (including any long-term debt). If 
the revenues are not matching the expenses, then a management deci- 
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sion as to whether the rates should be adjusted can be made. The fi- 
nancial information to make the adjustment will be present if the 
funds are separately accounted for. 


Tax Sale - Water Rents 


Uncollected water rents and sewer tax are currently being sold at 
tax sale. State statutes allow for only sewer taxes to be sold. We rec- 
ommend that alternative procedures for collection of water rents be 
investigated and implemented. 


Segregation of Duties 


Internal control is weakened due to insufficient segregation of 
duties. If the Selectmen decide that it is not practical to further segre- 
gate the duties of town employees, then stronger controls should be 
employed to help strengthen internal control. 


Other 


The objective of internal accounting control is to provide reasona- 
ble, but not absolute, assurance as to the safeguarding of assets 
against loss from unauthorized use or disposition, and the reliability 
of financial records for preparing financial statements and maintain- 
ing accountability for assets. The concept of reasonable assurance 
recognizes that the cost of a system of internal accounting control 
should not exceed the benefits derived and also recognizes that the 
evaluation of these factors necessarily requires estimates and judg- 
ment by management. 


There are inherent limitations that should be recognized in consid- 
ering the potential effectiveness of any system of internal accounting 
control. In the performance of most control procedures, errors can re- 
sult from misunderstanding of instructions, mistakes of judgment, 
carelessness or other personal factors. Control procedures whose ef- 
fectiveness depends upon segregation of duties can be circumvented 
by collusion. Similarly, control procedures can be circumvented in- 
tentionally by management with respect to the estimates and judg- 
ments required in the preparation of financial statements. Further, 
projection of any evaluation of internal accounting control to future 
periods is subject to the risk that the procedures may become in- 
adequate because of changes in condition and that the degree of com- 
pliance with the procedures may deteriorate. 
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Our study and evaluation of the Town’s system of internal account- 
ing control for the year ended December 31, 1981, which was set 
forth in the first paragraph, would not necessarily disclose all weak- 
nesses in the system. 


Other areas, while not material weaknesses in internal accounting 
control, merit your attention. 


Inventory of Fixed Assets 


As is the practice with many New Hampshire municipalities, the 
Town has not maintained a record of its fixed assets. In order to 
adequately maintain control of its existing fixed assets, we recom- 
mend the Town conduct an inventory of these assets as soon as is 
practical. As part of their long-term policies, Town officials should 
initiate fixed asset records. Cost or consideration given is the gener- 
ally accepted method for valuing fixed assets, and should be recorded 
on all new acquisitions. Where adequate documentation of cost is un- 
available for existing fixed assets, an estimate of original cost is an 
acceptable standard under accounting principles for governmental 
entities. Adequate guidelines for distinguishing between capital addi- 
tions and “expense” type items should be established. The existence 
of fixed asset records will not only aid Town officials in their control 
of these assets, but should be an invaluable tool in long-range plan- 
ning. 


Miscellaneous Special Revenue Funds 


The miscellaneous special revenue funds (i.e. bi-centennial, dry 
hydrant and preambulation) should be reviewed for propriety and 
need. If they are deemed unnecessary they should be transferred to 
the general fund. 


Capital Reserve Funds 


The vehicle replacement capital reserve fund was transferred to a 
separate account as of December 31, 1980, but not to the trustees of 
trust funds as required by law. This transfer was effected in 1982. 


Publication Requirement 


The provisions of R.S.A. 71-A:21 require that only this letter be 
published in the next annual report of the Town. 
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We recommend that you also publish the accompanying financial 
statements, footnote disclosures and auditor’s opinion in their en- 
tirety in your next report. If you decide to publish the accompanying 
financial statements, you must include both footnote disclosures and 
our auditor’s opinion as part of the Town report. In addition, the au- 
ditor’s report may not be published without the accompanying finan- 
cial statements and footnotes.
